I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  j^ou  r.iy  third  /jinual  Report, 
TThich  Bin  accordance  ivlth  Circular  206?  is  in  an  abridged  form. 

Last  year  I  had  to  report  that  extra,  diities  in  connection 
■'.'n.th  organising  .Air  Raid  Precautions  Services  and  in  training  members 
of  these  services  interfered  considerably  Vvlth  my  sanitary  duties. 
Unfortunately  the  outbreak  of  vrar  this  year  caused  considerable 
further  interference.  Housing  •'.Tork  has  suffered  considerably  since 
the  outbreak  of  ivar,  but  a  special  effort  v/a.s  made  to  administer  the 
provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Erugs  Act;  call  prerdses  coming  within  its 
scope  were  inspected,  and  many  improvements  in  the  conditions  under 
v/hich  various  foods  are  prepared  were  effected  or  in  progress  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Pood  inspection  again  entailed  a  considerable  amount  of 
evening  and  Sunday  work,  and  the  supervision  of  the  local  milk 
production  including  sampling  for  bacteriological  examination  has 
not  been  lessened. 

The  war  has  brought  an  additional  responsibility  to  the 
Health  Department,,  that  of  making  provision  for  the  dealing  with 
possible  civilian  deaths  due  to  war  operations.  Excellent  facilities 
for  handling  such  already  existed  at  the  i'brtua.ry,  which  you  wisely 
provided  a  year  or  two  ago  and  with  some  slight  adaptation  we  car  now 
deal  with  contaminated  or  uncontaminated  bodies.  A  voluntary  staff 
have  been  enlisted  and  I  have  been  fortnnate  in  procuring  the  services 
of  local  undertakers  to  assist  should  their  services  ever  be  required, 

I  desire,  once  more,  to  e:qDress  n:y  thanks  to  you,  Fr,  Chairman 
and  Gentlemen,  for  the  continued  interest  and  support  you  have  shown  to 
my  work  and  to  Drs.  Perguson  and  T^’reoton,  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  to  Officials  of  the  Council  in  general,  for  their  ready 
co-operation.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  second  year  in  succession  it 
has  been  unnecessary  to  -treat  any  Council  Houses  by  this  method  dxiring 
the  year.  Two  privately  owned  houses,  badly  infested,  were  satisfactorily 
dealt  with  however. 

In  less  severe  cases,  eradication  has  been  obtained  by  the  use  of 
Furmex  Blocks  and  vermicidal  solutions,  applied  by  the  Council’s  Staff, 
and  in  all  cases,  bedding  and  clo-hhing  is  removed  to  the  Council’s  steam 
disinfector  and  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s  Staff, 

MORTUARY. 

The  mortuary  and  post  ©mortem  rooms  have  again  proved  to  be  a  groat 
convenience.  Din*ing  the  year  additional  equipment  and  racking  has  been 
provided  to  make  the  building  ready  for  the  reception  of  and  handling  of 
any  possible  civilian  deaths  due  to  war  operations,  A  voluntary  staff 
has  been  recruited  to  assist  in  the  functioning  of  this  Ser\’lce.
